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Flu inoculations end 
temporarily over 
threat of paralysis 
Oil exporting countries 
split over price increase 


ATLANTA (UPI) — Clara Ruth 
Jarrett was 48 and, according to her hus­ 
band, had "never been sick a day in her 
life” until 12 days after she got her swine 
flu shot. Less than a month later she was 
dead. 
Today, the government’s $135 million 
swine flu immunisation program is in 
suspension while federal health officials 
try to determine if there is any link 
between the vaccine and the unusual 
form of paralysis that killed Mrs. Jarrett 
and four other persons — all recipients of 
swine flu shots. 
About 40 million citizens — less than 30 
per cent of the eligible adult population 
— received the vaccine before the 
program was abruptly suspended Thurs­ 
day. 
Officials of the Center for Disease 
Control and the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department said they called a 
halt to vaccinations because of statisti­ 
cal relationships between persons 
receiving vaccine and the incidence of a 
paralysis called Guillain-Barre syn­ 
drome. 
In announcing the suspension, Dr. 
David Sencer, director of CDC, said an 
intensive two-day survey turned up 94 
cases of Guillain-Barre syndrome in 14 
states Of those, 51 had received swine 
flu shots within one to three weeks of the 
onset of paralysis; 31 had not been vac­ 
cinated and the status of the remaining 
12 was uncertain. 
From those statistics, a CDC official 
said, the chances are 7 in 1 million that a 
person who has received the vaccine will 
contract Guillain-Bare syndrome, as op­ 
posed to 2 in a million for the unvac­ 
cinated. 
There was no mention of fatalities in 
either the announcement or in the ensu­ 
ing news conference. Sencer said, “We 
are not able with the available data to 
rule out the possibility of an association’' 
between Guillain-Barre syndrome and 
the vaccine. 
When Ohio state health officials men­ 
tioned two fatalities from the syndrome, 
Assistant Secretary for Health Dr. 


Theodore Cooper told reporters in 
Washington there had been four deaths 
— all among those who had been vac­ 
cinated. Asked why it was not an­ 
nounced earlier, he said, "It didn’t occur 
to me that it was necessary to say it.” 
Later, Utah health officials reported 
they had discovered a fifth death. One 
was reported in Minnesota and one — 
Mrs. Jarrett — in Alabama. Mrs. Jarrett 
was the only victim identified. 
Reports that Guillain-Barre syndrome 
was occuring among the vaccinated first 
appeared Tuesday. On Wednesday, the 
CDC announced "there doesn’t appear to 
be any association.” 
Guillain-Barre syndrome usually 
begins as a rapidly developing weakness 
in the legs, then in the hands and arms 
and finally the trunk, neck and face. It is 
a poorly understood, often misdiagnosed 
illness frequently preceded by a 
pulmonary disorder. Ninety per cent of 
its victims recover completely, CDC of­ 
ficials said, 5 per cent are left with 
"some weakness” and 5 per cent die. 
It is not as bad as swine flu, they in­ 
sisted. Dr. William Foege, assistant 
director of CDC, said the program would 
be halted at least three weeks while of­ 
ficials make an intensive statistical sur­ 
vey — the only way to determine a possi­ 
ble link. But "if there is any evidence of 
swine influenza, we will immediately 
start up the program because the risk of 
flu is far greater.” 
Yet health officials in at least three 
states — New York, Mississippi and New 
Mexico — say the suspension in effect 
means the end of the program. Others 
say that even if the inoculations resume, 
fear will keep the public away. 
It will not be until late January, Foege 
said, that officials can predict whether 
the feared swine flu epidemic will 
materialize. The vaccination program, 
delayed until October by an insurance 
controversy, was dealt a severe Wow at 
its inception by the deaths of several 
elderly persons soon after vaccination. 
Officials said there was no relationship 
between the vaccine and their deaths.

Oil-laden tanker 
aground off Cape Cod 


NANTUCKET, Mass - Coast Guard 
officials today feared that a Liberian 
tanker aground and being battered by 
heavy seas may split and dump her 7.6 
million gallon cargo of fuel oil into the 
Atlantic off this popular summer resort 
and fishing area. 
The National Weather Service 
reported winds were increasing and are 
expected to reach 20 to 35 knots with seas 
building up to eight to 12 feet. 
All crewmen aboard the tanker Argo 
Merchant were removed from the ship 
Thursday night when the vessel began to 
take on water and listed 10 degrees to 
starboard. The 640-foot tanker ran 
aground 27 miles off Cape Cod on the 
sandy Nantucket Shoals two days ago. 
"The weather has worsened,” a Coast 
Guard spokesman said. "This is the most 
important factor in whether or not she 
can ride out the situation." 
"It's beginning to show hull stress and 
so forth," the Coast Guard spokesman 
said. "But she is still intact.” 
"Some oil was lost to the rough seas 
last night, but this would be from 
the back and forth surging action caused 
by the waves. It’s spillage from the top 
of the cargo tanks...not from the hull or 
anything like that,” the spokesman said 


“We are going to have an overflight to 
see what happened duriing the evening 
and to determine the extent of the 
spillage,” he said. 
Lt. Commander Barry Chambers, 
head of the U.S. Coast Guard’s Atlantic 
pollution control team, said Thursday he 
and the other 15 men on board left by 
helicopter about 11:30 p.m. Thursday 
after the list of the Argo Merchant in­ 
creased from five degrees. 
“The tanker’s right side was awash 
and it was listing approximately 10 
degrees,” a U.S. Coast Guard 
spokesman reported. 
"The heavy oil in the tanks is surging 
with the sea conditions and the engine 
room continues to flood,” the spokesman 
said. 
"The stem or back of the vessel is 18 
feet lower in the water than the middle 
of the ship,” the spokesman said. “The 
tanker is working with the seas and is 
settling into the sandy bottom." 
The ship ran aground on Nantucket 
Shoals, a shallow area 27 miles southeast 
of Nantucket Island off the Cape Cod 
coast, Wednesday morning. About 500 
gallons of the 7.6 million gallon cargo 
leaked out then, some of it into the 
engine room and the rest in­ 
to the ocean. 


PLAINS, Ga. (UPI) — President-elect 
Jimmy Carter said reports that he is un­ 
der heavy pressure on his cabinet 
choices are "greatly exaggerated,” then 
summoned two more prospective ap­ 
pointees and a labor lobbyist today to his 
home for talks. 
Carter was scheduled to interview 
Joan Manley, vice president in charge of 
the book division of Time Inc., and 
Juanita Kreps, vice president of Duke 
University. They are being considered 
for the positions of secretaries of com­ 
merce and labor, respectively. 
He also arranged to meet with AFL- 
CIO Secretary Treasurer Lane Kirkland, 
who is bringing arguments from George 
Meany favoring John Dunlop for the 
labor post and James Schlesinger for 
Secretary of Defense. Both held those 
positions in the Ford cabinets, but 
Dunlop resigned and Schlesinger was 
fired. 
At a news conference Thursday, 
Carter announced the selections of Rep. 
Andrew Young, D-Ga., black civil rights 
leader, to be ambassador to the United 
Nations; former Budget Director 
Charles Schultze to be chairman of the 
Council of Economic Advisers and 
former State Department policy plan­ 
ner Zbigniew Brzezinski to be National 
Security Affairs adviser. 
During a night out at a Fay’s trailer 
steak house. Carter told reporters over 
dinner that he has some 45 persons under 
consideration for 15 top jobs in his ad­ 
ministration. 
Carter said both Rep. Barbara Jordan, 
D-Tex. and former Ambassador to 
Luxembourg Patricia Harris are being 
considered for unspecified positions. 
He said he will have formation of his 
Cabinet “substantially” completed by 
Christmas, but there may be one or two 
positions to fill soon afterward. 
He also said he intends to assemble his 
Cabinet at his favorite vacation spot off 
the south Georgia coast near Brunswick 
for a couple of days between Christmas 
and New Year’s for get-acquainted and 
policy meetings. 
Displaying irritation and sensitivity 
over speculation concerning his ap­ 
pointees, Carter told a news conference: 
"... I might say that the difficulties 
have been greatly exaggerated in the 
press reports. I’ve had no pressure on 
me to appoint a particular person or not 
to appoint a particular person, and it's 
been a little bit disconcerting to notice 
that some of the reports in the press 
have been absolutely and totally inac­ 
curate.”

CAB to consider $89 fare 
for coast-to-coast trip 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Civil 
Aeronautics Board today reversed itself 
and said it is willing to consider a World 
Airways proposal to fly passengers from 
coast to coast for $89 — about half of the 
present commercial airline fare. 
Regularly scheduled airlines currently 
charge $192 for a one-way flight between 
Washington and San Francisco and $384 
roundtrip, according to a CAB 
spokesman. 
The CAB initially had rejected any 
consideration of the proposal from World 
Airways, a charter airline. The board 
based its original decision on grounds 
that it lacked the authority to let World 
Airways operate as both a scheduled and 
a charter carrier, as the airline 
requested. 
Last week, however, a District of 
Columbia federal appeals court ruled

that the CAB is empowered to consider 
the Oakland, Calif., airline s request 
despite the fact that it is essentially a 
charter carrier. 
Other airlines may still appeal the 
court ruling on World Airways’ right to 
wear the dual hats of a scheduled airline 
and a charter carrier, but the CAB said 
today it will not appeal. 
The cut-rate fares proposed by World 
Airways — which would be made possi­ 
ble by the use of secondary airports 
where landing fees are less and by the 
use of the commercial Ticketron system 
rather than airline-owned ticket offices 
- has raised stiff opposition from other 
airlines fearing they would lose pas­ 
sengers. 
Despite the legal appeal questions that 
remain unresolved, the CAB said it is 
willing to go ahead on the basis of how 
the proposed fare and service would af­ 
fect passengers and such other factors as 
aviation safety. 
Assuming the California-based airline 
will press its case, the CAB said it in­ 
tends "to hear as speedily as possible” 
any petitions on the application by World 
Airways. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President

It has been a sustaining force for our na­ 
tion, and it remains a guiding light for 
our future,” said the President.

SALT LAKE CITY (U P I) - 
Condemned slayer Gary Gilmore, who 
faces execution by a firing squad in one 
month, today came out of a coma caused 
by his second suicide attempt. 
University of Utah Hospital said the 
condemned killer was improving, with 
his condition listed as serious rather than 
critical, and doctors were clearing up 
pneumonia in his lungs. 
"He is semi-conscious,” said hospital 
spokesman John Keahey. ‘‘He is 
gradually waking up and nods his head in 
answer to questions. But he still spends 
most of the time sleeping.” 
Gilmore was held in a heavily guarded 
ward at the hospital, where he was 
rushed Thursday after taking a drug 
overdose. 
The hospital said he would be 
transferred back to the prison infirmary 
as soon as his condition allowed. 
Keahey said physicians hoped that 
Gilmore, who bit and spit at a nurse in 
the hospital following his first drug over­ 
dose on Nov. 16, could be returned to the 
prison on Saturday. 
"He’s waking up faster than ex­ 
pected,” Keahey said during a morning 
medical briefing. "This could be because 
of his tolerance for high levels of bar­ 
biturates — from his seconal overdose 
and prior experience.” 
Warden Sam Smith said he didn’t think 
the suicide attempt would have any ef­ 
fect on Gilmore’s scheduled Jan. 17 ex­ 
ecution. 
"Ill or not, if he’s physically able to sit 
there, he should still be executed,” the 
warden said. 
Smith said six prison guards were as­ 
signed to the hospital and that the con­ 
demned man was restrained in his bed by 
straps across his chest and free arm. 
Hie warden said an investigation of the 
source of the drugs was continuing, but 
admitted that a convict in the cell adja­ 
cent to Gilmore’s in maximum security 
was receiving phenobarbital — the 
barbiturate Gilmore apparently swal­ 
lowed in his latest attempt to take his 
own life. 
The 36-year-old killer, depressed by a 
judge’s refusual to schedule his execu­ 
tion next Monday, swallowed "a lethal 
dose of a barbiturate” one aaenth to the 
day after his first suicide attempt, and 


also a month before he is to be shot at 
sunrise. 
Gilmore, already weak from a 25-day 
hunger strike, developed "aspiration 
pneumonia caused by breathing the con­ 
tents of his stomach into his lungs,” said 
hospital spokesman John Keahey. 
The convict s breathing was being 
aided by a respirator, but doctors said 
they believed Gilmore would survive if 
further complications did not develop. 
"His condition is critical, but stable, 
and he is responding well to treatment,” 
said Keahey. 
Warden Sam Smith said in both suicide 
attempts Gilmore ingested the pills 
about 30 minutes before the medic was 
scheduled to make his daily "sick call” 
round. 
The warden said he had no idea how 
the killer obtained the drug. 
"It could have come from anybody,” 
said Smith. "It could have come from in­ 
mates and he was in court Wednesday. 
We haven’t excluded anyone or any 
avenue.” 
"Blood screening indicates he took 
what can be considered a lethal dose of a 
barbiturate, such as phenobarbital," the 
hospital spokesman said. "His level of 
the drug is at the midpoint of what can be 
considered the lethal range.” 


DOHA, Qatar (UPI) - The world’s oil 
exporting countries split sharply today 
over how much to raise prices. Eleven 
nations agreed on a 15 per cent hike but 
Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates decided they would not go 
beyond 5 per cent. 
In a decision that followed direct con­ 
tacts with the administration of 
President-elect Jimmy Carter, Saudi Oil 
Minister Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani 
said his country, the world’s largest oil 
exporter, will lift all production ceilings 
while holding its price increase to 5 per 
cent throughout 1977. 
The United Arab Emirates joined 
Saudi Arabia in the 5 per cent limit. The 
11 other members of the world oil cartel 
announced a 15 per cent increase—10 per 
cent effective Jan. 1 and 5 per cent July 


It was the first major split over prices 
in the 16-year history of the Organization 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries and 
left open the question whether OPEC 
could maintain its current stranglehold 
on oil prices. 
Yamani predicted it would be impossi­ 
ble for the 11 nations to sustain their 15 
per cent increase, and said the expected 
overall increase would work out to no 
more than 5 per cent. 
In Washington President Ford 
denounced as "irresponsible” the deci­ 
sion by a majority of oil exporting na­ 
tions to raise oil prices by 15 per cent. 
Ford said the their action should re­ 
mind Americans "of the need to take 
urgent action” to conserve and develop 
U.S. energy resources. 
He praised Saudi Arabia and the 
United Arab Emirates for choosing to 
limiit their increase to 5 per cent. 
‘‘Unfortunately, however, the 
majority of OPEC members, citing ar­ 
tificial economic justifications and ig­ 
noring the destructive consequences of 
their actions, chose to take a course 
which can only be termed irrespon­ 
sible,” Ford said in a statement released 
by the White House. 
In announcing the limited increase, 
Yamani said Saudi Arabia expects in 
return that the West will step up pres­ 
sure for a peaceful solution of the Middle 
East crisis and make concrete offers at 
the North-South talks in Paris which 
were scheduled to resume after Carter s 
inauguration. 
The North-South conference was 
scheduled to resume after the inaugura­ 
tion of President-elect Jimmy Carter. 
The increase by the 11 members could 
raise the price of gasoline in the United 
States by 1 to 2 cents a gallon and up the 
price of heating oil. The first effect was 
felt in Argentina which raised its oil 
prices about 10 per cent without waiting 
for the OPEC announcement. 
Yamani said Saudi Arabia would put 
its increase into effect on Jan. 1 and 
would lift all production ceilings. The 
other 11 members will increase oil prices 
10 per cent on Jan. 1 and another 5 per 
cent on July 1. 
Whether the split in the oil cartel was 
permanent remained to be seen. The 
OPEC members will meet again in six 
months to assess their situation and the 
crisis brought on by the two dissidents.

Abortion conviction 
reversed by court 


BOSTON (UPI) - The Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court today reversed 
the abortion-related manslaughter con­ 
viction of Boston City Hospital Dr. Ken­ 
neth Edelin. 
The obstetrician was convicted on r et>. 
15, 1975 in the death of a fetus which he 
aborted at BCH. He was sentenced to one 
year’s probation by Suffolk Superior 
Court Judge James McGuire^ 
Edelin’s six week trial brought to 
national attention several abortion is­ 
sues left unresolved by the U.S. Supreme 
Court’s 1973 Roe vs. Wade decision 
which pushed aside a number of state 
abortion laws 
In a unanimous decision the six 
justices said there was ‘insufficient 
evidence of wanton or reckless conduct 
by Edelin. 


Dr. John B. Carricaburu, a Santa Ynez 
Valley veterinarian, today told the

If the calendar is approved, 
Feb. 11, 1977 will be the 
deadline for organizations to 
file for the funds. 
The revenue sharing program 
was extended by Congress 
recently and Santa Barbara 
County has been tough in ap­ 
proving a myriad of proposals; 
hence, they are asking for 
specific, justified plans from 
applicants. 
The fiscal year 1977-’78 
budget calendar will also be up 
fro adoption, with Jan. 3, 1977 
marked for a mid-year report.

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Other tax boosts 
seen for 'relief' 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman Albert Rodda says an 
increase in the sales or income 
tax may be the only solution to 
property tax relief and warns 
that voters will offer their own 
proposals if the legislature 
doesn’t act. 
The Sacramento Democrat 
also said the Brown administra­ 
tion may not be able to find 
enough money in the state 
budget surplus to finance 
property tax relief as well as an 
expected court mandate to 
equalize school support. 
Rodda’s comments came 
Thursday in an interview, a 
week after he was named 
chairman of the powerful com­ 
mittee. 
His prediction that a state tax 
increase may be needed made 


him at least a philosophical ally 
of Assembly Speaker Leo T. 
McCarthy, D-San Francisco, on 
the question of how to finance 
local property tax relief. 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
has said he wants to stave off a 
general tax boost for at least 
another year and wanted the 
public to be wary of a “shell 
game” which would cut proper­ 
ty taxes but increase others, 
Rodda said it was clear that 
homeowners expect substantial 
property tax relief from the 
1977 session of the legislature, 
and argued it will be difficult to 
meet their demands “through 
conventional approaches with­ 
out a tax increase in the state.” 
He noted several groups are 
already organizing petition 
drives to place property tax 
relief initiatives on the ballot.

The LDP will select a new 
party president next Thursday. 
He automatically will become 
Japan’s premier because of the 
LDP’s majority in the lower 
house of parliament, which will 
elect the premier Christmas 
Eve. 
Miki officially will remain 
premier until then. 
In informing party executives 
and the cabinet of his resigna­ 
tion, Miki also submitted a 
proposal for sweeping reform 
of the scandal-racked LDP, 
which suffered the worst set­ 
back in its 21-year history in 
general elections Dec. S. 


Miki called for an end to 
party factionalism, “behind- 
closed-doors” rule by party 
elders and a full, public in­ 
vestigation of Lockheed bribes. 


Miki. 69, who came to power 
as a compromise candidate in 
1974, is stepping down to take 
responsibility for his party’s 
poor showing in the election. 


It won only 249 seats in the 
511-seat lower house — seven 
short of a majority — but later 
enlisted 11 independents to hang 
onto power. 


“If we do little or nothing 
then there’s going to be 
generated a lot of support — 
through irresponsible rhetoric 
— for initiatives that will be 
more harsh and strict (than 
legislation),” he said. 
Rodda said increasing corpo­ 
rate income taxes or re- 
writingr existing laws to close 
loopholes “won’t generate the 
amount of money we are talk­ 
ing about. 
“And therefore to augment 
that revenue there is going to 
have to be some consideration 
of making the personal income 
tax more progressive, raising 
the rates or raising the sales 
tax,” he said. 
The Brown administration 
has outlined an experiment 
designed to provide immediate 
relief to the neediest homeown­ 
ers and to restrict future 
government spending. 
Basically the plan would dip 
into the state budget surplus by 
$200 million to help families — 
based on income — to meet 
their property tax bills. It also 
would place future spending 
restrictions on state and local 
governments. 
The administration has not 
yet, however, proposed a solu­ 
tion to the problem of equaliz­ 
ing school finances, which will 
probably result from an ex­ 
pected state Supreme Court 
decision. 
Finance Director Roy Bell 
said if the court’s decision 
requires no more than $150 
million to $200 million in state 
aid the first year “it could 
probably come from the pre­ 
sent budget surplus.” 
“I think those magnitudes are 
probably not accurate,” Rodda, 
a former Education Committee 
chairman said. 
“The surplus is sizable but 
it’s unknown and it is not in my 
opinion of the magnitude that 
would provide us with the fiscal 
capabilities of addressing these 
two issues (property tax relief 
and school finance) simul­ 
taneously,” he added.

Most violent tv shows 
outlined by reform group 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
western series called “Quest” 
is television’s most violent 
show, and a doctor says a child 
who watches it and similar 
programming could find his 
“perceptions of the real world 
may be significantly dis­ 
torted.” 
A media reform group called 
the National Citizens Commit­ 
tee for Broadcasting told a 
news conference Thursday that 
General Motors' Chevrolet divi­ 
rion sponsors the most violent 
TV shows, and Peter Paul Can­ 
dies, the least. 
NBC showed the most violent 
shows this fall and CBS the 
least, the committee said of its 
11-week study by a private tv 
monitoring firm, funded by a 
$25,000 grant from the Ameri­ 
can Medical Association. 
AMA president Richard E 
Palmer said television was “a 
powerful, pervasive force in a 
child’s environment.” 
“If the programming he is ex­ 
posed to consists largely of 
violent content, his perceptions 
of the real world may be 
significantly distorted, and his 


psychological 
development 
may be adversely affected,” 
Palmer said. 
The 10 most violent pro­ 
grams, in order, were Quest, 
Starsky and Hutch, Baretta, 
Baa Baa Black Sheep, Hawaii 
Five-O. Six Million Dollar Man, 
Kojak, Police Story, Delvec- 
chio and Serpico. 
Eleven shows, including 
“Mary Tyler Moore Show”, 
“Chico and the Man”, and 
“Sirota's Court” contained no 
significant violence. 
Advertisers cited as sponsor­ 
ing the most television 
violence, in order, were: 
Chevrolet, Whitehall Labs’ 
Anacrn, American Motors, 
Sears, Kodak, Schlitz. Proctor 
and Gamble, General Foods, 
B urger King, Frito Lay 
products, Mr. Coffee and 
Campbells Soups. 
Sponsors of the least violent 
shows were Peter Paul Can­ 
dies, Hallmark, Texaco, Whirl­ 
pool, Prudential Insurance, 
Jean Nate, Shopper Toys, 
Green Giant. Keebler Cookies, 
Carnation dog foods, Efferdent, 
and Quasar television. 


17 Klansmen 
at Pendleton 
CAMP PENDLETON (UPI) 
— A “monumental investiga­ 
tion” turned up only 17 
members of the Ku Klux Klan 
out of the 27,000 persons on this 
Marine base, the base com­ 
mander said Thursday, and all 
but two are gone. 
The Klan, blamed for an at­ 
tack by black troops on whites, 
was never more than “ a 
miniscule, faltering opera­ 
tion,” said Maj. Gen. Carl Hof­ 
fman. 
Racial violence on the base 
has generated a call by Rep. 
Yvonne Brathwaite Burke, 
head of the Congressional Black 
Caucus, for a congressional in­ 
vestigation of race relations 
throuflpXMit the U.S. military. 
Fourteen black Marines are 
undergoing preliminary hear­ 
ings that could lead to court 
martials on charges of assault or 
attempted murder. A black 
group burst into a Saturday 
beer party in a barracks room 
last month, clubbing and stabb­ 
ing six white Marines. 
Fearful of the growth of the 
Klan, according to their defen­ 
se, and angered by a mess hall 
fight between a black Marine 
and an acknowledged Klans- 
man, they invaded the party 
thinking they were breaking up 
a Klan meeting but got the 
wrong room. 
The general told a news con­ 
ference that while he sym­ 
pathizes “with anyone of any 
color who has encountered 
racism in any form, 1 cannot 
agree that the existence of the 
KKK or any other racist group 
justifies the commission of a 
crime.”

PARAMOUNT, Calif (UPI) 
— Why would three brothers, 
with no police records or dis­ 
cernible connection to criminal 
activity, be assassinated in the 
brutally efficient style of a 
professional “hit”? 
The question puzzled Los 
Angeles sheriff's detectives 
after three gunmen pumped 20 
bullets into the Meza brothers 
as they left work at a machine 
shop Thursday. 
The answer, according to 
their m other and 
two 
widows: 
The Maze of gunfire was the 
vengeance of a rich and power­ 
ful Mexican family for the 
death of a son. killed three 
years ago by a policeman 
named Joae Ballardo Quintera 
at a dance in Culiacan, Mexico. 
The Meza brothers were real­ 
ly the Ballardos, who fled to the 
United States illegally and lived 
under false names with a price 
on their heads ever since, the 
women said. 
“It was the old system of 
vengeance,” said their mother. 
Teresa Quintera. 
Other workers at Royal 
Marine Inc., where they worked 
for the past 18 months, said the 
brothers — Melezio, 37, Santos, 
34. and Jose, 30 - had just got­ 


ten into their car after work 
Thursday when three men 
emerged from a nearby station 
wagon. 
They fired about 20 shots 
through the side windows, 
deputies said, emptying pistols 
of up to .45-caliber into the 
brothers before driving away. 
The brothers’ mother and 
their widows — Candelaria, 30, 
and Julieta, 23 — told reporters 
Jose and Santos were police­ 
men in Culiacan in northwest­ 
ern Mexico. 
Jose, moonlighting as a 
security guard at a dance, 
broke up a disturbance involv­ 
ing the scion of a powerful 
family, they said. The youth 
drew a gun and Jose shot and 
killed him. 
(The Los Angeles Times said 
Culiacan police confirmed by 
telephone the women s account 
of the shooting, which was ruled 
justifiable self defense. “They 
fled in f e a r , ” a police 
spokesman said.) 
Given the power of the dead 
youth’s family, "We had to 
come (to the United States) to 
protect the family,” the mother 
said. 
Taking their mother, two 
wives and 10 children — an 11th 
was bom here later — they paid 


from $100 to $200 a head to be 
smuggled over the border by 
“coyotes.” professional alien- 
runners. 
Knowing the dead youth’s 
family had offered $1,200 for 
their whereabouts, they lived 
quietly under their new iden­ 
tities, she said, until about a 
month ago when “ someone 
came around (the neighbor­ 
hood), asking where we lived, 
where we worked.” 
Fearful it would be discov­ 
ered they were illegal aliens, 
they did nothing. 
There is one Ballardo brother 
left, Carlos, 18. 
He says he will return to Mex­ 
ico voluntarily soon 
He is not seeking revenge, he 
says. 
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MADRID, Spain (UPI) 
Self-declared members of a 
left-wing guerrilla group that 
kidnaped a high govemnment 
official announced today they 
did not agree with the abduction 
and offered to give away the 
place where the victim is hid­ 
den. 
Their message was delivered 
to the newspaper La Gazeta del 
Norte in Bilbao. Police said it 
was being examined in order to 
establish its authenticity. 
The message was signed with 
the initials GRAPO — the name 
of the gang of left-wing urban 
guerrillas who kidnaped An­ 
tonio Maria de Oriol y Urquijo, 
president of the Council of 
State, six days ago. They have 
threatened to kill him unless 
the government frees 15 jailed 
terrorists by midnight tonight 
and flies them to Algiers. 
‘‘We are m em bers of 
GRAPO,” the message said, 
“and it appears to us that we 
have gone too far with our kid­ 
naping. 
“We know where (Oriol) is 
and we have no scruples betray­ 
ing those who until now were 
our comrades. We do not want 
to stain our hands with innocent 


Longet trial 
next month 
GLENWOOD SPRINGS, 
Colo. (UPI) — A prosecutor 
says he will bring singer 
Claudine Longet to trial next 
month for the shooting death of 
her lover even though her diary 
has been barred as evidence. 
District Attorney Frank 
Tucker said Thursday he would 
not 
drop 
the 
felony 
manslaughter charges against 
the 35-year-old entertainer, 
despite the Colorado Supreme 
Court ruling preventing him 
from using the diary and other 
evidence. 
The diary allegedly told of a 
deteriorating romance between 
Miss Longet and former world 
pro skiing champion Vladimir 
“Spider” Sabich, who was shot 
to death in the $250,000 moun­ 
tain chalet which he and Miss 
Longet shared in Aspen. 
“I anticipated this could have 
happened,” Tucker said of the 
court decision. “We have 
prepared for this. Obviously, it 
would be easier (to prosecute) 
with the evidence, but I think 
we 11 be able to overcome it.” 
The trial is scheduled to begin 
Jan. 3.

The message said its authors 
were prepared to cooperate in 
the freeing of Oriol because of 
the protests of the families of 
Basque separatist militants 
whose release the guerrillas 
have demanded. 
“Their (the jailed Basques) 
names must not be connected 
with this blackmail,” the mes­ 
sage said. 
The government was working 
against the clock trying to save 
the life of Oriol. Sources close 
to the government said it was 
trying to approach the kidnap­ 
ers through middlemen — Red 
Cross officials, diplomats and 
lawyers. Some of them have 
contacts with international ter­ 
rorist groups which, in turn, 
might have ties with the 
Spanish guerrillas. 
Police actions and diplomatic 
and government maneuvers in­ 
creased dramatically during 
the final hours before the 
deadline.

Many Christmas customs of 
Denmark and Scandinavia have 
been c a rrie d o v er and 
perpetuated in the Danish- 
A m erican com m unity of 
Solvang and among the most 
delightful for the youngsters 
are the Danish Christmas 
calendars adorned with tiny, 
wrapped gifts which are to be 
opened a day at a time during 
December until Christmas Day. 
Thus the entire month of 
December represents a time 
for Christmas gifts for the boys 
and girls of Solvang. The 
p a re n ts of the D anish- 
American children say the 
youngsters are almost as ex­ 
cited with the gift laden calen­ 
dars as they are when they get 
their first glimpse of their 
Christmas tree and accompany- 
ing c o lo rfu lly w rapped 
packages. 


Many of the calendars in use 
in Solvang have been made at 
home, while otters have been 
obtained in Solvang shops.

“ I never had anything to do 
with the w ill,“ Dummar said in 
an interview. “ I never touched 
that and, if they got my 
fin g e rp rin ts

somebody else had to have put 
them on there by means of a 
transplant. 
“ Someone is trying to keep 
the Hughes organization togeth­ 
er and they w ill do anything in 
their power to keep it that 
way.” 
Nevada authorities reported­ 
ly fowd Dummar’s thumbprint 
on the inside of the envelope 
that contained the w ill which 
would leave more than $100 
m illion to the Utahan if 
declared genuine.

(U P I) - Busi­ 
nessman Jam es Luescher hopes 
to develop a national ski resort 
at Mt. Rose and Slide Mountain 
resorts near Reno. 
However, he said Thursday, 
the plans hinge on the outcome 
of a court action to win ad­ 
ditional land he needs. 
Luescher, part owner of the 
Mt. Rose resort, said Nevada 
Winter Sports, a new Reno­ 
based corporation, is purchas­ 
ing Slide Mountain from the 
U.S. Forest Service and Washoe 
County.

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Carter wants new chief of FBI

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
President-elect Jimmy Carter 
offered the job of director of the 
FBI to federal Judge Frank M. 
Johnson Jr., of Montgomery, 
Ala., who turned it down, the 
Los Angeles Times reported to­ 
day. 
The Times, in a report from 
Washington, said Carter’s 
search for a new FBI chief was 
clear indication he intends to 
oust the present director, 
Clarence Kelley, despite Kel­ 
ley’s publicly announced inten­ 
tion to remain to keep the post 
from becoming a political 


award. 
Johnson is known for his 
liberal rulings in civil rights 
cases but also as a strict law- 
and-order advocate. He refused 
the job “because of financial 
considerations,” the Times 
said. 
The FBI director’s salary of 
144,600 a year is slightly higher 
than Johnson’s current pay of 
$42,000 as a federal judge. But if 
he resigned from the judiciary 
now, Johnson would not receive 
a pension, and the Times quoted 
“a close Carter adviser” as 
saying “ chances are good 


Judge Johnson still will wind up 
in the Carter administration in 
some position that would pay a 
higher salary than the FBI 
director receives." 


Kelley has said that as “a 
matter of principle” he will not 
resign because — in the 
absence of traditions except 
those set by the long term of J. 
Edgar Hoover — he does not 
want to set a precedent that 
makes the FBI director “a 
political appointee in addition 
to being a professional law of­ 
ficer."

Uncle Ben to drop tv 
commercial about rice

A combination of foul, wintry 
weather beset the northeast 
early today. 
Snow, freezing drizzle and 
cold disrupted travel from the 
northern Atlantic Coast to the 
Great Lakes, where late- 
autumn ice jams snarled lake 
shipping. 
Snow stretched over much of 
New Entfand and New York, 
with some rain in extreme 
southern New England and 
eastern New York state. 
Snow also whitened lower 
Michigan and a combination of 
snow and freezing drizzle sl­ 
icked roads in western Penn- 
sulvania and eastern Ohio. 
An inch of snow piled up at 
both Portland, Maine, and Sault 
Ste. Marie, Mich., and the 
National Weather Service pre­ 
dicted one to four inches of 
fresh snow today for most of 


New England. 
Ice, forming early in what 
has turned out to be a winter- 
like late autumn, plagued Great 
Lakes shippers Thursday and 
forced persons from their 
homes in an area of Vermont. 
Great Lakes shippers have 
been warned for weeks that ice 
formed early in the upper lakes, 
and shipping routes have been 
jammed as efforts proceeded to 
clear the St. Lawrence Seaway 
locks. The area around Sault 
Ste. Marie, where there was a 
vessel backup, was cleared out 
only Wednesday because of the 
grounding of two ships. 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice said ice formed 12 feet 
thick below a bridge over the 
LaMoille River west of Hard­ 
wick, Vt., and explosives were 
ordered in to break it up. 
About nine families of the 


northern Vermont town were 
forced to evacuate their homes. 
Mote than 50 members of the 
Army Corps of Engineers 
worked with landmovers and 
bulldozers to chip away the 
edges of the 2,000-foot long jam. 


About four feet of water 
covered Vermont Highway 4, 
closing the road, state police 
said. Officials said some 
businesses shut down Thursday 
because floodingprevented cus­ 
tomers from reaching the 
shops. 
A few showers dampened 
northwestern Washington state 
but mild weather was the rule 
over most of the rest of the na­ 
tion, with temperatures near or 
above normal in most areas. 
Early morning temperatures 
ranged from zero at Alamosa, 
Colo., to 70 at Key West, Fla. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
makers of Uncle Ben’s rice will 
drop a television commercial 
the Federal Trade Commission 
said might have lured children 
into hovering dangerously near 
pots or pans of hot food, it was 
announced today. 
The commercial, aired late 
last year and early this year, 
showed a 4-year-old girl whose 
mother was cooking rice. The 
mother says . 
“Now that Uncle Ben’s is 
foolproof ... during the last few 
minutes you don’t have to 
watch the pot.” 
At that point she takes the pot 
of rice off the stove and tells the 
girl — “Sure. Watch the Uncle 
Ben’s. Simmer 20 minutes. 
Then set aside. It finishes 
coofcing by itself. Perfect every 
time.” 
While the pot of rice is steam­ 
ing on the counter, the little 
girl, elbows on the counter top 
and face and hands near the 
pot, watches the rice finish 
cooking. 
Fade to the dinner table and 
the little girl proclaims: “I 
cooked it all by myself.” 
! 
That, the FTC ruled, may 
“influence children to behave in 
a manner creating an unreason­ 
able risk of harm.” 
FTC officials said they have 
no complaint about the product, 
but were more concerned about 
the way in which the little girl 
moved in on the still-hot pot of 
rice without anyone, parents or

WEED, Calif. (UPI) - A 
college designed for the hand­ 
icapped will be built in Weed. 
Plans were announced Thurs­ 
day for the 69.8 million college, 
believed to be the first of its 
kind in the nation. 
The school, described as a 
rehabilitation village providing 
handicapped persons with skills 
to enter the job market, will be 
constructed on a 70-acre site 
near the College of the 
Siskiyous. 
Funded through the federal 
department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) the 
12-building facility will be a 
demonstration project giving 
new approaches to rehabilita­ 
tion of the handicapped, said 
Mrs. Lois Listoe, project direc­ 
tor. 
The first HUD allocation for 
the project is 62.7 million for 
construction of 100 living units, 
Mrs. Listoe said. Eventually 
the college will enroll 300 han­ 
dicapped persons, she added. 
Construction of the campus is 
expected to be completed in two 
years from the time ground is 
broken next summer.

Nixon must pay 
for bugging 
security aide 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
federal judge says Richard Nix­ 
on and top Watergate offenders 
H R. Haldeman and John 
Mitchell must pay damages to 
former National Security Coun­ 
cil aide Morton Halperin for 
bugging his telephone. 
U.S. District Judge John 
Lewis Smith Jr. Thursday 
declared "a subjective good 
faith defense is unavailable," 
and gave opposing lawyers 20 
days to submit proposals he will 
consider in deriding what the 
damages should be. Halperin 
sought an estimated $3 million 
from a long list of defendants. 
He was among 13 government 
officials and 4 reporters whose 
telephones were tapped by the 
White House "plumbers" try­ 
ing to determine the source of 
news leaks on foreign policy 
decisions in 1969. 
Smith dismissed Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger as a 
defendant. Kissinger, then head 
of the security council, had 
merely furnished names of of­ 
ficials who might have had ac­ 
cess to leaked information, the 
judge said. 
At the United Nations Thurs­ 
day, Kissinger told reporters: 
"I am gratified by the decision 
with regard to my role but I do 
not want to comment beyond 
that." 
In his ruling Smith said he 
could find justification for in­ 
stalling the wiretaps because of 
"justifiably grave concern ... 
over the leaking of confidential 
foreign policy information." 


Patty not sorry for SLA victims 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Pa­ 
tricia Hearst says the six Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army 
members slain in a Los Angeles 
shootout "got exactly what they 
deserved" but a fear that the 
"same thing would happen to 
me" kept her on the run. 


The 21-year-old heiress, re­ 
cently freed on bail from prison 
. while her bank robbery convic­ 
tion is appealed, discussed her 
19 months as a captive and 
fugitive in a CBS News inter­ 
view taped Wednesday at her 
parents’ San Simeon, Calif., 
compound and shown Thursday 
night. 
Many of her remarks covered 
the same ground as testimony 
in her bank robbery trial. But 


her comments about the SLA 
members who kidnaped her 
from her Berkeley, Calif., 
home Feb. 4, 1974, were her 
most bitter ever. 
She said a taped communique 
she made eulogizing the SLA 
members slain in a shootout 
with police on May 17,1974, had 
been "written up for me." 
"After what they did to me, 
there’d be no reason for me to 
eulogize them,’’ she said. "I 
feel that they got exactly what 
they deserved in Los Angeles, 
exactly what they’d asked for, 
and I don’t feel sorry for them 
at all." 
She said one of the dead, SLA 
leader Donald DeFreeze, 
known as "Cinque", was a 


"complete maniac, alcoholic, 
egotistical, raping, murdering, 
horrible person." 
Yet she said that while 
watching the shootout on televi­ 
sion from an Anaheim Calif., 
motel room, she decided she 
had no choice but to stay with 
surviving SLA m em bers 
William and Emily Harris. 
"For so long the SLA had 
been telling me over and over 
again that my parents didn’t 
care about me, that the police 
didn’t care about me, that the 


FBI didn’t care about me. 
"And then, to see it on televi­ 
sion that they’re shooting into a 
house, setting it on fire, killing 
everyone in the house, and say­ 
ing that they think that I’m in 
there ... I believed them. I 
believed that if I tried to get 
away, that that same thing 
would happen to me." 
Miss Hearst admitted she 
once felt her parents had 
"abandoned" her. Now, she 
says, "I love them. They’ve 
been so fantastic."

His name is Jim Bertelsen and he’s returning to Texas this 
weekend as the “forgotten man” on the Los Angeles Rams’ 
football team. 
In his fifth NFL season, Bertelsen lost his job to 1973 
Heisman Trophy winner John Cappelletti and he figures to 
mostly watch from the sidelines Sunday when the Rams face 
the Dallas Cowboys in an opening round playoff game. 
“Of course, everybody wants to start,” said Bertelsen, 
who helped Darrell Royal win two national titles in his 
marvelous collegiate career. 
“But it wasn’t a complete surprise to me when I didn’t get 
to start this year. I knew Cappelletti was a great running 
back and his time was coming. 8o when it happened, it 
wasn’t a great shock. I’ve grown used to it now.” 
While Lawrence McCutcheon has rushed for 1,166 yards 
and Cappelletti has added 688 more, Bertelsen has carried 
the ball only 42 times for 156 yards. In his previous four pro 
seasons, he gained 581, 864, 419 and 457 yards. 
Despite the emergeance of Cappelletti, the former Texas 
Wishbone star isn’t making waves. As he says, he’s grown 
used to the situation. 
“I hope to be playing again here next year,” Bertelsen 
said. “I’m not unhappy. In fact, I hope to stay here through 
the end of my career. 
“The Rams are a terrific organization and this is one of 
the best situations in the country to play football. I’ve been 


here five years and we’ve been in the playoffs four of them. 
That means there’s always that chance to get into the Super 
Bowl. 
“Besides, McCutcheon and Cappelletti as a team are as 
good as any two running backs there are in the league. Mc­ 
Cutcheon is a tremendously strong runner and he’s a good 
pass catcher, too. Cappelletti blocks well for McCutcheon 
and that’s very important to our offense ” 
Bertelsen, who also has returned 10 punts for 55 yards this 
season, likes the Rams’ chances in the playoffs even though 
they’re three-point underdogs against Dallas, a team that 
blasted them 37-7 in the NFC finals a year ago. The Rams 
won 10 of 14 starts this year. 
"We played some good ball but we have been very incon­ 
sistent,” Bertelsen assessed. “One Sunday we play good ball 
and the next Sunday mediocre ball. We’ll need all 22 players 
at their peak for the playoffs but I think we’ll be able to do 
that. 
“I think we’ve got as good a team as there is in the league. 
If we get a few breaks, we could definitely make it to the 
Super Bowl. Any time you have a one-game elimination, a lot 
of it depends on breaks. We’ve had bad ones the past couple 
of years. I think we’re ready to have things go our way.” 
Bertelsen said the fact that he does not start any more 
doesn’t change his game preparation. He still does the same 
things mentally and physically. 
“If you didn’t,” he explained, “you’d get yourself in trou­ 
ble. Cappelletti or McCutcheon might get hurt on the first 
play of the game and then I’d become a starter again. I 
prepare myself the same as I did when I was playing full 
time. 
“Sometimes it all goes for nothing, but you just have to do 
it because it’s your job.”

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - If 
California is hit by a second 
year of drought, residents will 
still have “plenty” of water fen* 
drinking and most other domes­ 
tic uses, a state water official 
says. 
Assistant Director Charles 
Shoemaker of the state Water 
Resources Department Thurs­ 
day also said the department 
may recommend that Southern 
California use more Colorado 
River Water in an effort to 
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preserve supplies in the north. 
Shoemaker said a report ex­ 
pected to be completed by the 
end of the month will assess the 
effects of a second year of 
drought. He said the depart­ 
ment will use the study to 
recommend measures designed 
to ensure adequate water sup­ 
plies to homes, industry and 
agriculture. 
Shoemaker said that even if 
another dry year occurs, 
“There will be plenty of water 
for in-home use.” 
Precipitation since the begin­ 
ning of the “rain year” in Oc­ 
tober is running about 10 per 
cent of normal. Last year it was 
60 per cent of normal. 
He noted that contracts with 
irrigation districts and growers 
using water from the California 


Water Project require them to 
suffer a 50 per cent “deficien­ 
cy” in supply before domestic 
and industrial users face cut­ 
backs. 
“And since agriculture uses 
85 per cent of water in the state, 
there should be no shortage (of 
domestic water),” Shoemaker 
said. 
Shoemaker added there was a 
“strong possibility” that the 
department would recommend 
changes in the water supply for 
the huge Metropolitan Water 
District in Southern California. 
Under the plan, he said, the 
district would begin taking 
more water from the Colorado 
River, requiring less water to 
be pumped from reservoirs 
north of the Tehachapi Moun­ 
tains.

VICTORVILLE, Calif. (UPI) 
— Sheriff’s deputies today 
awaited the surrender of a gun 
dealer hunted in connection 
with one of several arsenals of 
heavy weapons discovered in 
Southern California in the past 
two weeks. 
Michael E. Stringer of La 
Canada, operator of a gun shop 
in Glendale, arranged through 
his attorney to surrender at 
Victorville Municipal Court this 
afternoon. 
San Bernardino County she­ 
riff’s deputies raided a cabin 
during the weekend allegedly 
rented by Stringer in the moun- 
tain resort village of 
Wrightwood. They said they 
found a half track armored 
vehicle — for which he had a 
permit — in the garage, and un­ 
der the cabin a concrete bunker 
concealing a store of weapons, 
including belts of machine gun 
ammunition. 
More than a ton of machine 
guns, hand grenades and other 
military armament was discov­ 
ered abandoned near the 
village, thrown over hillsides. 


Meanwhile, San Bernardino 
County sheriff’s deputies said 
David Edward Williamson, 
named earlier as being sought 
in connection with the case, had 
been cleared of all involve­ 
ment. 
Williamson was questioned 
by telephone and by another 
law enforcement agency out­ 
side California, a spokesman 
said, and gave his “ full 
cooperation.” 


“No charges will be filed 
against this man,” the spokes­ 
man said. 
Authorities have so far not 
connected the Wrightwood 
arsenal directly to the other 
arsenals, except to note that all 
contained similar antiblack, an- 
tisemitic literature, indicating 
they belonged to a racist 
paramilitary group.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
promises to sit down and dis­ 
cuss property tax relief directly 
with taxpayers. He says he 
wants their ideas and has “four 
fundamental principles” of his 
own to offer. 
This latest announcement dis- 
plays an enthusiasm for 
homeowner tax assistance that 
Brown reserves for only the 
most special circumstances. He 
has gone directly to the public 
only a few times in the past. 
“I’m concerned that people 
may be led down the primrose 
path by political arithmetic 
that promises the subtraction of 
taxes while, in fact, it may in­ 
volve the addition of taxes,” he 
told UPI. 
In recent days, the governor 
seized every opportunity to 
speak out and insist that the 
way to help homeowners is to 
limit government growth. Also, 
he made clear his skepticism of 
the growing number legislators 
who say that meaningful 
property tax relief may be so 
costly that it would require an 
increase in state taxes. 
But Brown expressed concern 
whether his message was being 
heard clearly. 
"I’m proposing for discussion 


four fundamental principles,” 
he declared. 
He listed them like this: 
— “ Development of re­ 
strained spending on all levels 
of government. 
— 
“ Elim ination 
of 
unreasonable mandates im­ 
posed by the state on local 
government that cause exces­ 
sive spending at the local level. 
— “Splitting of tax roles by a 
constitutional amendment so 
that business property bears its 
historical proportion of the 
property tax burden.

Recent events in Manila and South 
Korea bring to mind the warning by Sir 
Robert Thompson in his book that there 
is No Exit from Vietnam: that if we lost 
in Vietnam, one of the consequences 
would be a contemptuous treatment of us 
even by states that could not survive one 
month without our 
tacit protection. In re­ 
cent days, President 
Marcos of the Philip­ 
pines has told the 
United States how 
much money he will 
require in order to 
permit the United 
States’ guarantee of 
P h ilip p in e 
in­ 
dependence, it being 
our presumed respon- 
s ib ilit y 
e v e r y 
generation or so to 
rescue the Philippines 
from occupation by a 
foreign state. The 
billion dollars offered 
by the Ford Ad­ 
ministration is not quite enough, so 
President Marcos will bargain for more, 
counting on the prodigality of the Carter 
Administration. 


Meanwhile, the South Korean govern­ 
ment has, by all accounts, been extreme­ 
ly busy. There is huge indignation in 
Congress, though the reasons for that in­ 
dignation are largely unexamined. If we 
accept the evidence they have given so 
far, the story is roughly as follows: 


The government of South Korea calls 
in its intelligence agency and says, “The 
United States is an unreliable ally, what 
can we do about it?” 


Is there — so far — reason for U.S. in­ 
dignation? One would think not. The 
responsibility of any sovereign govern­ 
ment is to take steps to assure its con­ 
tinued sovereignty, and the respon­ 
sibility of an intelligence agency is to 
help it achieve its objective. As for the 
United States, we can hardly blame 
South Korean officials for coming to the 
conclusion that we are unreliable. No 
doubt they were influenced by the fate of 
South Vietnam, to whose leaders an 
American President and an American 
Secretary of State made promises which, 
when time came to redeem them, were 
disavowed by Congress. 
The next step, we now gather, came

to influence Congress. By fair means? 
Well, that of course depends on what are 
appropriate standards. It is much 
cheaper to bribe politicians than to fight 
wars. It is by no means safe to conclude 
that all politicians are bribable, but it is 
by no means safe to conclude that no 
politician is bribable. Some politicians 
are bribed by the promise of votes, some 
by money, some by both. Covert in­ 
telligence operations do the best they 
can. If there is a country in the world 
that does not spend money in an attempt 
to bribe politicians, that is a country that 
hasn’t any money to spend. 
We do not know who exactly was given 
money — though there are leads ; and we 
assume that the money given was not 
specifically tied to any reciprocal 
promise given by a Congressman to a 
Korean representative, heaven forbid. 
Western taste and Oriental delicacy 
combine in rejecting the vulgarity of the 
explicit bribe. No, it appears that most 
of the bribes were in the form of con­ 
tributions to Congressional reelection 
funds. 
The danger, of course, is that the 
dignity of the Congress is now the prin­ 
cipal issue as far as Congress is con­ 
cerned, and the Congress will now seek 


to expunge any taint upon itself — by 
stopping any further aid to South Korea. 
This would take the form of a diminished 
military presence in South Korea, a posi­ 
tion to which Jimmy Carter was at­ 
tracted in the course of the campaign. 


But how will Congress react to the 
Philippine modus operandi, which is so 
much more sophisticated? There it isn t 
bribery, it is blackmail. If South Korea 
had said openly that the United States 
military presence was a burden on the 
country and that we would need to pay 
for the privilege of keeping our troops 
there, no doubt we would be more strong­ 
ly attracted to the necessity of staying in 
South Korea. Moreover, South Korea 
was a battlefield in which the Com­ 
munist enemy was defeated. As such, 
South Korea - like Spain — is a continu­ 
ing target of left resentment. The Philip­ 
pines, on the other hand, are forgiven 
much because they suffered the indignity 
of American colonization. It is very sad, 
and very perplexing — and yet another 
argument for the rearmament of Japan, 
whose responsibility in the Pacific we 
are still discharging because of the ob­ 
solete precautions taken in our peace 
treaty twenty-five years ago.

WASHINGTON - At age 71, Rep 
Robert N.C. Nix. D-Pa., is beginning to 
run down. The years have slowed his 
pace ; hi*speech is hesitating. Yet he is a 
decent old gentleman who, in his plod­ 
ding way, has tried to do right by his 
Philadelphia constituents. 
Now, after 18 years in the House, he is 
in line to take over the 
chairmanship of the 
Post Office and Civil 
Service Committee. 
This would give him 
an important role in 
helping President­ 
elect Jimmy Carter 
reorganize the federal 
government. 
His colleagues in 
Congress, therefore, 
are reluctant to op­ 
pose Nix. Yet they 
have come to us sadly 
with evidence that he 
isn’t qualified for the 
chairmanship. 
They 
say he has a drinking 
problem, which has 
reduced his effectiveness. 
Nix denied the accusation in a painful 
interview with our associates, Gary 
Cohn and Howie Kurtz. The bald, bespec­ 
tacled, old congressman insisted that he 
didn’t drink any liquor at all. And the 
suggestion that he is slowing down, he 
said, was “absurd.” 
“I’ve never had any problem with 
alcohol in my life,” he said. “I never 
frequent any drinking places. I work all 
day and sleep all night.’’ He denied that 
he drinks in his office. “No, no, never,” 
he said. 
Yet a number of witnesses have given 
us a different story. They have seen him 
drunk on many occasions. He starts 
drinking, they say, in the afternoons, 
behind the thick oaken door of his office 
For these private snorts, he keeps a 
bottle of Seagram’s Seven Crown in his 
desk He often spends the afternoons, say 
witnesses, sipping whiskey and puffing 
on cigars. 
Callers and constituents may be held 
off indefinitely with stories of high-level 
meetings. Sometimes he drops off into 
an alcoholic sleep. Other times, ac­ 
cording to the witnesses, he emerges 
with liquor on his breath. They report 
that he showed up drunk once at a com­ 
mittee meeting. On an official visit to 
Mexico awhile back, they recall, he was 
frequently intoxicated in public. 
Nix denied that he got drunk on the 
Mexico trip “I wouldn’t drink vodka if 1 
wanted something to drink,” he added 
unaccountably. “I’d drink bourbon ”

Nix is eligible for the Civil Service Com­ 
mittee chairmanship because top- 
ranking Rep. Morris Udall, D-Arix., is 
leaving to take the vacant chairmanship 
of the Interior Committee. Rep. James 
Hanley, D-N.Y., next in line behind Nix, 
hasn’t decided whether to challenge him 
But many congressmen reluctantly feel 
that Nix should be pushed aside. 
RARE BIRD: S. Dillon Ripley, direc­ 
tor of the Smithsonian Institution, is a 
distinguished ornithologist who pursues 
rare birds around the world in high style. 
In 1970, he expropriated a grant in­ 
tended for other purposes to finance a 
yacht trip on the Mediterranean in quest 
of the rare Audouin Gull. He brought 
along some ritzy friends who joined in 
the bird watching, sun bathing and dining 
on Palaiokastritsa lobster. 
Again in 1974, a bird chase took him to 
the far corners of the globe for 28 weeks 
at cost to the Smithsonian of at least 
$15,000. 
When he isn’t roaming after birds, Rip- 
ly writes about them. Last month, for in­ 
stance, he wrote a rave review for the 
Smithosian magazine about a new book, 
called “A Guide to the Birds of Panama” 


by Robert Ridgely. “This is a valuable 
volume,” Ripley attested, “that serious 
bird watchers concerned with 
neotropical birds can hardly do 
without.” 
He neglected to mention a few perti­ 
nent facts: (1) that he is president of the 
International Council for Bird Preserva­ 
tion, which sponsored the book; (2) that 
he is also chairman of the World Wildlife 
Fimd, which has contributed heavily to 
the book’s sponsor, and (3) that the 
author of the book is his own son-in-law 
The elegant, efficient Ripley assured 
us loftily that it was no conflict for him 
to priase such a book in the pages of the 
Smithsonian magainze He invited us to 
go ahead and accuse him of a conflict. 
“It will roll off my back,” he said, “like 
water off a duck.” 
Footnote . Young Ridgely was selected 
to write the book before he married 
Ripley’s daughter in 1972. He was in 
Peru where he couldn’t be reached for 
comment. But in the past, he has said 
that he will take no royalties from the

A utom obile Club 
thinks it is wise to give 
some help to the 
defensive driver. Here 
are some examples of 
how defensive drivers 
can spot a drunk 
driver in time to avert 
needless tragedies: 


1. The drunk driver 
often travels with his 
or her window rolled 
down (in spite of cold or rainy weather). 
2. Erratic and unnecessary flashing of 


brake lights (intoxicated drivers tend to 
be very over cautious). 
3 The driver who swerves wider than 
necessary when passing another vehicle, 
or takes an unusually long time in 
regaining his lane of traffic. 
4. Drivers that slice back into their 
lanes too soon after passing (may be in­ 
toxicated). 
5. Weaving back and forth on the 
roadway (the most common indication) 
and straddling lane lines. 
Characteristics of drinking drivers 
that may not be as obvious to most 
motorists include the following. 
The person who drives slowly in the 
center lane of traffic (seemingly 
oblivious to reality) or appears unaware 
of his surroundings. 
The driver who approaches a 
boulevard stop sign or traffic signal very 
slowly - or in a series of jerky motions 
- and finally stops in or behind the cros­ 
swalk.
